the blowing up of the Times building 
last Saturday and the attempted de­ 
struction of the homes of General Har­ 
rison Gray Otis and F. J. Ztehande- 
laar, secretary of the Merchants and 
Manufacturers' association. 
Police and civil officers believe tin t 
at least three men were concerned in 
the outrage, which cost the lives of 
more than a score of Times employes, 
and the city has placed a price of $10,- 
000 upon the head of each. The coun­ 
ty voted an additional reward of $'»,- 
OOO for every man captur* d and con­ 
victed, and on top of all, members o; 
the Merchants and Manufacturers* as­ 
sociation decided to offer a reward 1 ' 
$50,000.
